Decision  of  the  Inperial  Headquarters-Governnent 
Liaison  Conference,  25  Juno  1941  /Showa  16/ 


1.  In  view  of  the  various  existing  conditions,  the 
EMPIRE  shell,  in  accordance  with  its  fixed  policy 
accelerate  its  raeasuros  towards  FRENCH  INDO>CHINA  and 
THAILAND.  Especially,  in  connection  with  the  return 
of  the  JAPANESE  Delegate  fron  the  DUTCH  INDIES,  a 
nilitary  union  shall  bo  established  with  FRENCH  INDO¬ 
CHINA  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  purpose  of  the 
stability  and  defence  of  EAST  ASIA. 

Concerning  the  establishr^nt  of  Joint  nilitary 
relations  with  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA,  the  essential  factors 
which  the  EMPIRE  should  stress  upon  are  as  follows 

a)  The  establishnont  or  use  of  Air  Bases  and  Harbour 
Facilities  in  specified  areas  in  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA, 
and  stationing  of  the  necessary  troops  in  the  southern 
part  of  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA. 

b)  Furnishing  of  facilities  in  connection  with  the 
stationing  of  IIZPERIAL  troops. 

2.  To  open  diplonatic  .negotiations  for  the  purpose  of 
the  preceding  paragraph. 

3..  In  case  the  FRENCH  Governnent  or  the  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA 
authorities  do  not  coriply  with  our  denonds,  v;e  shall 
attain  our  objective  by  force  of  arns. 

4.  In  order  to  deal  with  such  clrcunstr.nce  as  mentioned 
in  the  above  paragraph,  preparations  shall  be  connenced 
beforehand  for  the  despatching  of  troops. 
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
